Knowing that prevention is half the battle, Craig, through Miller Lumber Company, 
has donated 60 smoke detectors, 30 to the Augusta Volunteer Fire Department and 30 to the Brooksville volunteer Fire 
Department. 

Residents who do not have a working smoke detector and may not be able to afford one, are encouraged to call the 
Bracken County dispatch at 606-735-2700 to have their names put on the list to be provided a free smoke detector. The smoke 
detectors will be limited to two per household while supplies last. Callers will need to leave their names, addresses, and 
contact number for Jim Wilson of the Augusta Fire Department or Bobby Jefferson with the Brooksville Fire Department to 
get in touch with them. Smoke detectors are relatively inexpensive and can be purchased at the Dollar Store in Brooksville, 
Miller Lumber in Augusta, Miller’s Home Center in Brooksville, Bradford’s in Augusta, and major retailers.

From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 
History of Bracken 
County Towns 
Augusta - Much of the his¬ 
tory of Augusta, as well as 
the history of Bracken County 
is closely allied with the his¬ 
tory of Captain Philip Buckner 
and for that reason it is quite 
proper that much of Captain 
Buckner’s history be included 
in the account of Augusta. 

Records show he was liv¬ 
ing in Augusta in 1781. 

Records also show that 
Rogers Clark impressed a boat 
of Captain Buckner’s which 
was on the Ohio River. 

He represented the county 
in the Legislature, being its 
first Representative and Sena¬ 
tor. His signature is affixed 
to the second Constitution of 
Kentucky. 

He built the first Court 
House in northern Kentucky 
which was located at Augusta, 
and donated the lot on which 
it was built. He (Editor’s Note: 
donated a lot for a Seminary) in 
Augusta and was also a trustee 
of Franklin Academy in Ma¬ 
son County. By contract with 
the Bracken Academy trustees 
the first Methodist College in 
the world was located in Au¬ 
gusta in 1822.

ways No. 10 and 19 in the in¬ 
terior of Bracken County. His 
grave is marked by a National 
Revolutionary Monument. He 
was bom in 1747 and died in 
1820. 

The little city of Augusta 
which had its beginning many 
years ago has grown into a 
thriving city. Many factories 
have entered into the develop¬ 
ment of Augusta. The location 
on the Ohio River provided 
adequate shipping facilities 
long before the advent of the 
railroads. After the coming of 
the railroad river shipping de¬ 
clined although some freight 
and passenger service is still 
maintained. It is here that two 
of Bracken’s largest manufac¬ 
turing plants are located—the 
shoe factory and the buckle 
factory. In addition to the rail¬ 
road and river transportation 
much goods is transported by 
various tmck lines. 

A number of fine churches, 
a public library, the Kentucky 
Power and Light Company 
and other civic enterprises ex¬ 
ist which make Augusta one of 
the outstanding little cities of 
Bracken County. 

During the period of the 
Civil War Augusta was the 
scene of a battle, an ac¬ 
count of which will follow.

Is Poor Vision Keeping

likely to leave their homes, which 
has a rather severe impact on their 
social lives. When adults with 
glaucoma, age-related macular 
degeneration, and Fuchs corneal 
dystrophy (which adversely 
affects the clear outer layer of the 
eye) were compared with people 
without these eye conditions, it 
was found that 40% to 50% of 
them limited their activities due 
to fear of falling. Only 16% of 
their peers with normal vision 
were less likely to leave home 
out of fear of falling. This study 
lends some further insight into 
the effects of vision loss. In this 
case, treatment could lead to 
greater social participation and 
less disability.

Is the concept of self-help an oxymoron, that is, 
a contradiction in terms? There is clearly something 
oxymoronic about “self-help” books, since they are 
written by someone else.

When you are 
sinking in quicksand you need someone on dry land to 
throw you a rope or reach out to you, in the same way that 
you just can’t pull yourself out of many of life’s problems. 
And lastly, there is the irony that “self-help” gives us the 
illusion of independence, when we are in fact dependent 
on others, and especially on God, from whom our best 
help often comes. We should not cut ourselves off from 
God’s help.

Howdy Folks! As always 
on Monday mornings, we 
check the online version 
of Resource Recycling 
Magazine and according to 
one article, the recycling of 
white paper seems to have 
reached a plateau which will 
increase the cost of paper 
toweling and tissue! Who 
would have ever connected 
the recycling of white paper 
goods (printing and writing 
paper, old magazines, etc.) 
with products we use in the 
bathroom? The demand for 
toweling and tissue products 
continues to rise but with 
the current situation of 
recycled material dropping, 
manufacturers of these 
products will be forced 
to boost the virgin-fiber 
content of their products, 
resulting in higher prices for 
paper towels, napkins, bath 
and facial tissue, etc. You 
may not have given much 
thought to recycling and are 
only marginally dedicated 
to it, but here is proof that 
recycling does keep down the 
costs of many products, even 
bath tissue, and it conserves 
precious natural resources! 

Speaking of bathrooms 
and recycling, we were very 
dismayed at the contents of 
the Foster recycling trailer 
this past Wednesday morning. 
The result of someone’s 
bathroom remodeling of 
old linoleum along with the 
pressed wood flooring ended 
up in the trailer! Besides 
smelling of old wet wood, 
adhesive and linoleum, it was 
heavy and not easy to retrieve 
from the recycling trailer, 
and it was accompanied by a 
bag containing some plastic 
pipe and household garbage. 
Overall this summer, the 
trailers have been relatively 
clean of trash, but as the old 
saying goes, it only takes one 
bad apple to spoil the whole 
barrel and we hope we have 
caught the bad apple before 
our little “fly”ing friends can 
attack! 

Our countdown to 
the Fall Tire Amnesty is 
beginning and during this 
time counties are required 
to identify accumulations of 
more than 1500 tires in one 
area. In 2011 the Division of 
Waste Management cleaned 
two such tire dumps on the 
Mini Farms Road and to our 


knowledge, we do not have 
any more tire accumulations 
of this magnitude. However, 
if you are aware of such 
a tire dump in the county, 
please call us, the Judge 
Executive’s Office or the 
County Maintenance Bam. 
Tires are a source of stagnant 
water accumulation which 
is an excellent home for 
mosquitoes, some of which 
(the Asian Tiger Mosquito) 
carry very dangerous 
diseases. These mosquitoes 
have been identified in 103 
of Kentucky counties, but 
they are suspected to exist in 
every county, so help keep 
the environmental and health 
risks to a minimum by taking 
advantage of the free Tire 
Amnesty sponsored by the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency’s Division of Waste 
Management and Bracken 
County Government. 

Tires on or off the rim 
can be taken to the State 
Maintenance Bam by citizens 
on October 24, 25 and 26 
between the hours of 7:30 
AM and 4:00 PM each day; 
however, tire retailers are 
excluded because they are 
required to charge customers 
a fee to dispose of the used 
tires. This fee is waived if 
you take your tires with you 
but be advised that disposal 
fees at the Mason County 
Landfill begin at $3.50 for a 
passenger tire with increased 
rates for bigger tires. Mason 
County Landfill does not put 
these tires into the landfill 
but sends them to a tire 
recycler. We are blessed 
in this country with many 
material possessions, but 
it is our responsibility to 
ensure that at the end of the 
product’s life, we make every 
effort to properly dispose 
by including the options of 
RECYCLING, REUSING 
and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful! Be seein’ you

Students should 
check KEES accounts 
for accuracy 

Kentucky high school 
students and 2013 graduates 
should check their Ken¬ 
tucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarship (KEES) 
accounts for accuracy. 

KEES allows students 
to earn money for college 
by getting good grades in 
high school and for quali¬ 
fying score as on the ACT 
or SAT. Students eligible 
for free or reduced lunches 
may also earn awards for 
good scores on Advanced 
Placement and Internation¬ 
al Baccalaureate exams. 
KEES is administered by 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

To check awards and per¬ 
sonal information, students 
need to use the MyKHEAA 
function on www.kheaa. 
com. If they do not already 
have a MyKHEAA account, 
they can easily set one up 
from the KHEAA home 
page. 

Students may verify 
their KEES GPA is correct 
by taking the letter grade 
for each course taken dur¬ 
ing the year and converting 
it to a 4.0 scale on which an 
A= 4.0, B = 3.0, C = 2.0, D 
= 1.0, and F = 0. AP and IB 
course grades receive one 
extra point of weight in the 
calculation, making an A = 
5.0, B = 4.0, etc. The GPA is 
calculated by adding all the 
points together and divid¬ 
ing the total by the number 
of credits earned during the 
year.

“There has to be a saner 
way to live” We’ve all said 
it. Anna and Harlan Hub¬ 
bard actually did something 
about it. The Hubbards lived 
life as few people in modern 
times have and in doing so 
inspired thousands. “Won¬ 
der: The Lives of Anna and 
Harlan Hubbard”, a new 
documentary by Morgan At¬ 
kinson, brings to life their 
adventures. 

“What Henry David 
Thoreau did for two years 
the Hubbards did for forty,” 
says Atkinson, a Louisville- 
based producer, who spent 
two years researching the 
Hubbards unique life. “Ex¬ 
cept they did it in the 20th 
century and they did it in 
Kentucky.” Atkinson enlist¬ 
ed the aid of Kentucky icon 
Wendell Berry in telling the 
Hubbards story.

and began their life together 
in the mid-1940’s by build¬ 
ing a boat, then floating from 
Cincinnati to New Orleans.

In a house they 
built by hand, sustained by 
food they raised or caught, 
aided by no electricity or 
modern “convenience,” the 
Hubbards, met the world on 
their own terms and found 
deep meaning.

AGRICULTURAL 

DISTRICTS 

In 1982, the Kentucky General Assembly set forth the agricultural district 
law. It is the policy of this law “to provide a means by which agricultural 
land may be protected and enhanced as a viable segment of the state’s 
economy and as an important resource.” The Conservation District Board 
of Supervisors acts as the administrative body for the agricultural districts. 
If land owners submit a petition, the conservation district board reviews it, 
notifies the fiscal court and other planning boards, and then submit their 
recommendations to the state soil and water commission.

Remember, sow a cover crop after 
harvest on all highly erodible tobacco and silage corn fields by November 
1st of each year. 

The plan stays with the land. You must follow the existing plan or get a 
new plan if you buy or lease new land.

said a representative of the 
Bracken County Health De¬ 
partment. “If you haven’t 
done so already, now is the 
time to check with your doc¬ 
tor to find out what vaccines 
your child needs.” 

Most schools require 
children to be current on vac¬ 
cinations before enrolling to 
protect the health of all stu¬ 
dents. 

Today’s childhood vac¬ 
cines protect against serious 
and potentially life-threaten¬ 
ing diseases, including polio, 
measles, whooping cough 
and chickenpox. 

When children are not 
vaccinated, they are at in¬ 
creased risk and can spread 
diseases to others in their 
classrooms and community 
- including babies who are 
too young to be fully vacci¬ 
nated, and people with weak¬ 
ened immune systems due to 
cancer and other health con¬ 
ditions. 

School age children need 
vaccines. For example, chil¬ 
dren who are 4 to 6 years old 
are due for boosters of four 
vaccines: DTaP (diphthe¬ 
ria, tetanus and pertussis), 
chickenpox, MMR (measles, 
mumps and rubella) and po¬ 
lio. Older children, like pre- 
teens and teens, need Tdap 
(tetanus, diphtheria and per¬ 
tussis), MCV (meningococ¬ 
cal conjugate vaccine) and 
HPV (human papillomavi¬ 
rus) vaccines whey they are 
11 or 12.
